gans o f Co mmu nism and deter­ 
mined to swallo w Aiu stria and u se 
it as the springbo ard to the A dri­ 
atic, Italy and so u thwest Eu ro pe. 
( lark Checked Russians 
The man who has chiefly check­ 
ed this latest invasio n is tall, r a m ­ 
ro d-bu ilt Gen. M ark Clark who , 
three years ago , landed at Casa- 
blaiKu n fo u ght his way u p thro u gh 
Italy, and no w co mmands a small 
bu t determined American arm y in 
Au stria. 
On the o ther side 
o f 
Au stria, 
a 
Ru ssian 
army 
fo u r 
times as large as the American 
fo rce o ccu pies a mu ch larger slice 
o f the natio ns while French and 
British armies o ccu py the rest o f 
Au stria. 
Here in the city o f Vi­ 
enna meets the Allied Co u ncil— 
the real ru lers o f this beleagu ered 
little natio n. Under the declara­ 
tio n o f Mo sco w, the Allied co u n­ 
cil is charged with the bu ilding 
u p o f Au stria o n the gro u nd that 
its peo ple were thro wn into w ar 
bv Hitler witho u t their co nsent, 
and that a healthy Au stria js also 
healthy fo r a demo cratic Eu ro pe. 
Altho u gh the So viet was a 100- 
per-cent su bscriber to this^ do c­ 
trine, its general o n the Vienna 
Allied Co mmissio n has 
fo llo wed 
exactly the o ppo site po licy. 
Aside fro m sho o ting at A m eri­ 
can airplanes, stealing U. S. Jeeps, 
m u rdering 
o ccasio nal 
American 
M. P.'s and blo cking U. S. Army 
transpo rtatio n, the Ru ssians also 
have fo llo wed a painstaking po l­ 
icy 
o f 
wrecking 
the 
Au strian 
eco no my. This is where Clark and 
the Ru ssians have vigo ro u sly co me 
to grips. 
At the start o f the o ccu patio n, 
fo r instance, 
the 
Ru ssians 
de­ 
manded 900.000,000 schillings to 
pay fo r Red arm y co sts in A u s­ 
tria. 
Since Au stria mu st also pay 
U. S., British and French 
arm y 
co sts, this ju st abo u t bankru pts 
the co u ntry. 
So Clark- has u rged, 
even dema'^nded, that the Ru ssians 
scale do wn their o ccu patio n co sts. 
Last m o nth this argu m ent finally 
came to a crisis when Clark pro ­ 
po sed that the Ru ssians redu ce 
their co sts to 123.000,000 schillings 
fo r the next qu arter. 
The Ru s­ 
sians, 
ho wever, said “No ”—that 
200,000.000 
schillings 
was 
the 
least they wo u ld take— and they 
threatened to w alk o u t o f the 
co u ncil. 
Yeto Humbles Reds 
Clark, ho wever, is o ne A m eri­ 
can who has fo u nd the Ru ssian 
veto strategy ju st as u sefu l as M. 
Mo lo to ff. 
He pro mptly exercised 
his veto and to ld 
the 
Ru ssians

o ld reichmarks) to the Au strian 
treasu ry ju st after the armnstice. 
Reichmarks no lo nger exist bid 
the Reds said they wanted this 
back, 
whereu po n 
Clark 
bill to the Au strian 


treasu ry fo r 
two 
billio n 
schil­ 
lings o n the gro u nd that the U. S. 
had pu t that amo u nt in 
reich- 
marks into the Au strian treasu ry. 
Clark knew that if he demanded 
the mo ney back fro m Au stria, the 
U. S. demand, o n to p o f Ru ssia's, 
wo u ld be so great 
that 
neither 
co u ld be paid. 
Mo st 
significant 
thing 
abo u t 
C lark’s strategy is that he started 
o u t by being so ft with the Ru s­ 
sians. Fx'crything they asked fo r, 
he gave. 
He sincerely believed in 
stro ng Ru ssian 
co o peratio n 
and 
after the war's end he bent o ver 
backw ard to give it. 
Bu t all he 
reau ed fro m his favo rs was re ­ 
bu ffs u ntil, finally, he decided to 
try different tactics. No w Clark 
do esn't bu dge an inch and the 
po licy seems to wo rk better. 
“ To ugh” Po licy Wo rks 
One o f Clark's to u ghest fights 
was o ver the retu rn o f German 
natio nals, o r vo lkedeu tsch, so nie 
o f who se fo rebears had set^''cd in 
Au stria 300 years ago bu t who 
were declared Germans by Hitler 
and no w. by a So viet decree, are 
to be o u sted fro m 
the 
Ru ssian 
zo ne. 
Many o f the vo lkedeu tsch 
are 
fai’mers 
and 
the

gn\'ci‘nment 
didn't 
want

o u sted u ntil after harvest time. 
One day General Clark was at 
tending an Allied Co u ncil meet 
ing w hen an aide su ddenly thru s 
a memo in f r o n t o f him.

reached the middle o f the bridge 
and had been sto pped by Ameri 
can gu ards, bu t the Ru ssian gu ai 
wo u ld no t let them tu rn aro u nci 
and go back^ 
There ihey were 
blo cking all 
traffic, 
u nable 
mo ve backw ard o r fo rward. Fin 
thermo re, 
they 
carried 
pho n 
American ]:>ermits. 
Hastilv. Clark 
adjo u rned 
the 
Allied Co u ncil fo r five minu te 
called o u t massive Gen. 
Alexe 
Zhclto v. o ne-time So viet wrestle 
and no w a m em ber o f the So vie 
NKVD (secret po lice). 
“There are 54,000 vo lkedeu tsc 
cro ssing the bridge into my zo ne. 
Clark to ld Zhelto v. “They have 
fake passpo rts given them by yo u . 
Yo u kno w it and 1 kno w it. 
I am 
no t go ing to let them cro ss the 
bridge. 
If yo u r gu ards 
do 
no t 
send them back, 1 will call in the 
press and tell the wo rld exactly 
what's happened. 
A few ho u r.s later the lo ng line 
o f Germans was tu rned bai'k fnTin 
the bridge into the Ru ssian zo ne. 
C lark’s po licy o f being to u gh had 
wo rked again.
